May it please yoim Excellency, 

1. We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency 
tMs, the Fifth General Report of our proceedings under the 
Medical Charities Act. 

2. The following table shows the amount of relief afforded 
under this Act, at the patients’ homes and at the Dispensa- 
ries, in each Province, and in the whole of Ireland, for each 
of the four complete years ending September 30th, during 
which the Act has been in operation.

_ 3. It appears from this table that there was au increase 
m the amount of relief afforded for all Ireland, both at the 
patients’ homes and at the Dispensaries, in the second and 
third of the above years. The same may be said of each 
Province, except Ulster, in which there was a falling off in 
the year ended September, 1854. 

4. In the last jcar, in the table, there has been, on the 
contrary, a decrease in the amount of relief afforded at the 
patients homes in Leinster, Ulster, and Connaught ; and in 
Ulster, we find a falling off in the amount of relief afforded 
at the Dispensaries also. The increase of Dispensary relief 
during former years has been the subject of remark, and has 
been regarded as inconsistent with the improving condition 
of the country for some years past, of whicli we have such 
convincing evidence. Those, however', who have come to 
this conclusion have not adverted to the circumstance that 
emigration has not generally taken place from the class 
which, in sickness, has recourse to the Dispensaries; while 
the whole of those who have, in such large numbers of late 
years, left the workhouses, do belong to that class. 

5 . In Table, Ho. 2, of Ajrpendix B, will be found a detailed 
account of the medical relief afforded in each Dispensary 
district for the year ended 30th September, 1856. 

6. The following table shows the expenditure incurred 
under the Medical Charities Act in each Province, and for 
the whole of Ireland, for the four years ended September 
29th, 1856, the latest period to which the half-yearly accounts 
Jiave been made up and audited. The uniformity of the 
expenditure is very remarkable : —

7. This total shows an increase of expenditure for this 
year, as compared with the preceding, of £848. There is 
an increase of expenditure on medicines and medical ap- 
pliances amounting to £1,331. The difference between this 
sum and the net increase (viz., £848), is accounted for by 
diminished expenditure under some other heads. 

8. The detail of the expenses incurred in providing Dis- 
pensary relief for the last year in each Dispensary District, 
and in each Union in Ireland, will be found, under the heads 
specified above, in the Appendix.* 

9. The average poundage on the valuation of Ireland for 
the maintenance of the Dispensaries is slightly lower this 
year than it was for the last, having been l'86<i. in the pound 
for last year, and l-85d. for this. 

10. A few alterations in the organization of the Dispen- 
sary Districts have been made in the past year. In two 
Unions, Carlow and Corrofin, two Dispensary Districts in 
each have been united to form one. In the Clogheen Union, 
originally divided into four Dispensary Districts, a re-ari-ange- 
ment has been made, by which the districts are reduced to 
three. In the Galway Union, the Islands of Arran, which 
formed part of the Galway Dispensary District, have been 
formed into a separate District ; and in the New Ross 
Union, an Electoral Division has been transferred from one

Dispensary District to another. In one of the Dispensary 
Districts (Shinronc) of the Eoscrea Union, a second Medical 
Officer has been appointed. The details of the alterations 
referred to, will he found in the Appendix.* ’ 

11. In previous Medical Charities Deports, and more 
especially in our last Report, wc expressed our dissatisfac- 
tion in regal’d to the imperfect manner in which Yaccina- 
tion has been carried out at the Dispensaries under the 
provisions of the Medical Charities Act ; and our anxiety 
and apprehension lest an Epidemic Small-pox should break 
out among the largo number of persons, of all ages, tluough 
the country, unprotected, either by having had the disease 
naturally, or by inoculation, or by successful vaccination, 
amongst whom this most contagious disease is continually 
kept alive by itinerant inoculators, carrying on their perni- 
cious trade with little fear of the penalty provided against it, 
owing to the unhappy prejudice extensively existing among 
the people in favour of Small-pox inoculation. Of the three 
known ways just mentioned, by which an individual may 
acquire probable immunity for the future from Small-pox, 
the peasantry of Ireland unfortunately prefer that which is 
attended with most danger to the unprotected community. 
Eor although by contracting Sraall-pox naturally, the danger 
incurred by the individual is great indeed (the ordinary 
mortality of the disease being one in five, and in Epidemics 
not unfrcquently doubling this proportion) ; yet, as regards 
the safety of the rest of the unprotected, every one, so far 
from deliberately making himself a centre of contagion, by 
voluntarily inducing the disease, wiE do every thing in his 
power to avoid it, so that the centres of contagion being 
few, a large propiortion of the piopulatiou escape the disease. 
By receiving Small-pox by inoculation, the benefit to the 
individual is indeed of vast amount, the mortality of the 
disease being thereby diminished about a hundred fold. 
Still he has to undergo a serious disease, in whieh he may 
lose his hfe, or, if he do not, by which he may be deformed, 
or blinded, or have .his constitution permanently injured ; 
and, as regards the rest of the unprotected, the risk they 
are exp>osed to by Small-pox inoculation is of the most 
serious magnitude ; and as the number of persons who will 
thus receive variola by inoculation will, in the aggregate, 
far exceed that w'hich would have been attacked, had no 
measures whatever been taken, it foUows that though the 
mortality from the Small-pox in the inoculated may be di- 
minished, that of the community will be increased. There 
is good reason to believe that the proportionate mortality

from Small-pox was increased in England from seventy-two 
to ninety-five per thousand, in consequence of the introduc- 
tion of the practice of inoculation for Small-pox. iflie supe- 
riority of successful Vaccination over the other two modes, 
by which protection may be had against future attacks of 
Small-pox, is indisputable. It does not protect with more 
certainty than they do against future attacks of Small-pox ; 
but neither would the best authorities admit that it does so 
rvith less certainty. As regards the individual, he acquires 
immunity by means of passing through an ailment wliich 
scarcely deserves the name of disease ; and, as regards the 
unprotected, they incur no risk whatever by the propagation 
of the Vaccine disease. 

12. Immediately after the annual appointment of the Dis- 
pensary Committees, in the beginning of last spring, we 
addressed a circular to them,* earnestly requesting them to 
use their best efforts to promote Vaccination, and suppress 
SmaU-pox Inoculation, by every means that the existing state 
of the law put at their disposal. We informed them that 
wo had learned from the Deports of the Medical Inspectors, 
and the Deturns of the Dispensary Medical Officers, for the 
31sfc of December and 3 1st of March preceding, that Small- 
po-v was unusually prevalent in Dispensary Districts in 
several counties in each of the Provinces of Ireland; and 
that, in many of those Districts, the number of cases of SmaU- 
pox, and the amount of mortality occasioned by it, had been 
so great as to excite much apprehension in the public mind, 
inwhich wo could not but p)articipate. We recommended, 
in the event of its coming to their knowledge that inocula- 
tion was practised in their Districts, that they would imme- 
diately communicate with the Constabulary, with a view to 
procure the prosecution and punishment of the offenders; 
and fiu’ther, to obviate a not unreasonable objection which 
we had reason to believe prevented mothers, occasionally, 
from bringing their infants for Vaccination to the Dispen- 
saries, viz., the fear of exposing them to the risk of con- 
tracting contagious diseases among the Dispensary patients, 
we recommended the Committees to fix stated Dispensary 
days for the performance of Vaccination alone; or to appoint 
atiine before or after the usual period of the Medical Officer’s 
attendance for the discharge of his ordinary duties, for the 
same piu'pose ; taking care to make the arrangements in 
liiestion extensively known. We have good reason to bo 
satisfied with what has occurred since the issue of this cir- 
cular. A large increase in the number of Vaccinations has 
taken place, and there has been an unusual number of prose-

cutioiis, many of them attended witli convictions, of itinerant 
inoculators. Since the 26tli of last March thirteen convictions 
of Inoculators for Small-pox have been reported to ns by 
Medical Inspectors or Dispensary Medical Officers. In our 
last Medical Charities Eeport we complained that, for tbe 
year ended September 30th, 1855, the number of Yacci- 
nations performed at the Dispensaries was only 46,ni, a 
number less by 6,133 than the number of the preceding year. 
In the year ended September 30th, 1856, the number of 
Vaccinations has risen to 84,131, a number not very much 
short of double of that of the preceding year, and far above 
that of any other year since the enactment of the Medical 
Charities Act. 

13. This result is, doubtless, in the highest degree grati- 
fying. Nevertheless, we are in no way disposed thereby to 
alter or modify the opinion expressed in the sixteenth para- 
graph of the last Medical Charities Eeport, as to the impe- 
rative necessity of providing, by legislation, for the more 
effectual carrying out of gratuitous Vaccination in heland. 
We showed in that Eeport that there is good reason to 
believe that the number of poroper objects for gratuitous 
Vaccination annually added to the population is about 
145,000. Thus, even last year’s large number of Vaccinations 
falls short of what it ought to have been, for the purpose 
merely of providing for the Vaccination of those added to 
the popoulation within the year, by about 61,000; and it 
should be borne in mind that in these remarks we have left 
altogether out of view the certainly very large number of 
poersons in the popmlation ofdreland, above the age of one 
year, who have, in no way, received protection from tbe 
consequences of exposure to variolous infection. Further, 
we think it may be confidently anticipated that the deolme 
of SmaU-pox wiE be followed by a return of apathy with 
respoect to Vaccination, and a falling off of the numbers 
vaccinated. These considerations, we think, fully justify 
the anxious desire we experience to see such legislative 
measures adopted as we have recommended in the sixteenth 
paragraph of our last Medical Charities Eeport, or such 
others, including the Eegistration of Births and Deaths, as 
may seem to the wisdom of Parhament best calculated to 
pvrotcct the people of this kingdom from the consequences 
of neglect and prejudice in regard to SmaU-pox. 

14. Cholera, in an Epoidemic form, has not shoyvn itsell m 
any part of Ireland during the past year. 

15. Notwithstanding the generally satisfactory^ sanitary 
condition of the country during the past year, there has been, 
for more than a year, a prevalence, among the Dispensary 
patients, of Scarlatina and Small-pox, occasionaUy becoming, 
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in certain localities, sufficiently great to create public alarm; 
and for some months past the common typhoid fever of 
Ireland also has attracted more notice than usual ; hut, 
hitherto, not in such a degree as to give reasonable ground 
to apprehend that it is about to become Epidemic. In one 
locality only has it been thought necessary to take any ex- 
traordinary step with a view to check the increase of fever. In 
the Eethard Dispensary District the Campile Eever Hospital 
was reopened a few months ago by the Board of Guardians of 
the New Ross Union, and this Hospital is still in operation. 
The quarterly Reports from the Medical Officers of Disj>en- 
saries for the year ended 29th September, 1856, show an 
increased prevalence of Fever in the Spring, and a subse- 
quent very considerable declme in the Autumn, but negative 
the existence of the disease to any serious extent in any part 
of the year. Nevertheless, the time being now at hand, 
when, according to the lamentable experience of past times, 
a visitation of Epidemic Fever might be expected to occur in 
this country, we shall not fail to watch the indications of the 
returns with deep interest, and not without hope that a 
powerful proof of the improved condition of the people, in 
addition to the unmistakable ones we are already acquainted 
with, will be found in the mitigation of this scourge, which, 
for a long series of years, has retm-ned with such periodic 
regularity and such terrible destruction of life. Severe Epi- 
demics of Fever occurred in Ireland in 1799, 1810, 1816, 
1826, 1836, and 1846. Any evidence of the absence of 
Epidemic influence in respect to this disease at the present 
time is, therefore, highly gratifying; and we have the 
pleasure of being able to add, that the returns from the 
Fever Hospitals of the Workhouses completely confirm 
the evidence of the Dispensary Returns, inasmuch as they 
exhibit for the six months, from the beginning of April 
to the end of September, 1866, a tolerably uniform decline 
of Fever, from 1,806 cases in April to 1,015 in September. 
It is true this decline of Fever belongs to the season; 
but it is quite inconsistent with the supposition that an Epi- 
demic Fever has commenced and is making progress. 

16. The Reports of the Dispensary Medical Officers re- 
garding SmaR-pox show it to have been more prevalent in 
the Spring months than in the succeeding months of the 
year, but at no time to have prevailed anywhere as a serious 
epidemic. The numbers, however, known to the Dispen- 
sary Officers, we have good reason to believe, are very far 
indeed short of the true numbers of the cases of SmalD 
pox actually occurring in the population. In the great ma- 
jority of instances cases of Small-pox have been studiously 
kept from the knowledge of the Dispensary Medical Officers, 
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lest tlieir being made aware of the existence of the disease 
should lead to the detection and prosecution of the inocn 
lators, whom the peasantry are desirous of savhm from surh 
consequences 111 the Keports of some of the Medical hi 
specters and Dispensary Medical Officers, printed in the 
Appendix, V wll he found some singular statements, exhi- 
biting the difhculties, proceeding from this cause, of nro- 
curmg the conTiction of Small-pox iuoculators. and tlie 
devices had recourse to by the peasantry, with a view to 
extinguish all evidence of the illegal practice. 

1 7. In respect to the last disease, which we have spoken 
ot, VIZ., bcarlutma, we mentioned in our last Medical Chkties 
Deport, that, at the date of tliat Deport, this disease had 
become prevalent in several Dispensary Districts, and it has 
since spread very extensively tlirough the country without, 
in any locality, having become so rife as to render necessary 
the acloption of any extraordinary means for the puipose of 
checking Its progress, the Fever Hospitals of the Workhouses 
having been hitherto found amply sufficient to meet the 
requireinciits of the occasion, except in the case of the 
hospital specially provided liy the Carridc-on-Suir Board of 
(jiiardians at Portia vw Unlike Fever or Small-pqx, Scarla- 
tina IS shovyi by the Dispensary Reports to have progressed 
continuously tlirough the Summer and Autumn of the year 
185G, a large increase of numbers having occurred in the 
faeptember quarter ; and according to the Returns partially 
leceived for tiie succeeding quarter, it cannot be considered 
to have been on the decline at the close of the year. 

Tu paragraph of our First Report under the 

Medical Charities Act, we observed that “ one of our most 
‘important functions would thenceforth be to make inquiry, 
“ by our Inspectors, and afford redress in all cases of well- 
“ foun ded coinqilaint in regard to the administration of relief 
‘‘ to the sick poor, and at the same time to protect the 
‘‘ character and interests of every officer who maybe exposed 
'• to^ undeserved obloquy, or to any other description of 
“injustice in relation to the discharge of his duties under 
“ the Medical Charities Act.” We have now to report to 
your Excellency, that since the commencement of the 
operation of the Medical Charities Act, 252 complaints 
ha,ve been preferred against Medical Officers of Dispensary 
Districts, of which 97 were withdrawn, or ultimately shown 
to be unfounded; in 117 cases the Medical Officer was 
censured, with more or less severity, according to the nature 
of the case ; 15 cases resulted in forced resignation, and 5 
in dismissal under seal. In a small number of instances the

Medical Officer resigned on being caUed on for explanation 
or on inquiry being directed. In 10.5 of tbe above cases we 
found It necessary to direct inquiry to be made on oath into 
the complaints by a Medical Inspector, and a few cases 
were of such a nature that we declined to interfere. We 
have reason to think that this exercise of our power of 
superintendence ^ind control has been attended with very 
beneficial results.to the poor persons requiring medical aid in 
Jielaiicl, and at the same time to have been satisfactory to 
that largo proportion of the entire body of the Dispensary 
uacers who are zealously attentive to the discharge of then- 
public duties. ° 

19. In conclusion, we desire to repeat the recoinmenda- 

of the Medical Charities Report 
oi 1S56, and to submit to your ExceUency’s consideration 
the expediency of extending to Ireland, with the modifica- 
tions necessary to adapt it to the local institutions of this 
country, the anmnekd Sanitary Law enacted for England in 
dio_ Session of 18o5. Ihis Act supersedes, in England, the 
INuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, stiR in 
ome in Ireland ; and has introduced some highly important 
aclditioiis and improvements of, the former state of the 
sanitary laws of England.

CIEdnLAKS OS' INSTRUCTIONS, ISSUED UNDER THE MEDICAU 
CHARITIES ACT, 14 & 15 VIC., c. 68, AND CORRESPONDENCE. 



I.—DISPENSARY ARRANGEMENTS. 

No. 1 Importance of Promoting Vaccination, and Pre- 

venting Variolous Inoculation ; — Circular to Dis- 
pensary Committees. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
30th. April, 1856. 

Sib, . • , . 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland are earnestly desirous to draw tlie attention 
of the newly appointed Dispensary Committees to the necessity 
which exists for the performance of Vaccination, as a protection 
against Small-pox, in their respective Districts. The Commis- 
sioners are pai'ticularly anxious at the present time to diiect 
attention to this important subject in consequence of the greatly 
increased danger to persons unprotected by Vaccination, or other- 
wise, from the existing extensive prevalence of Small-pox. 

3. The Commissioners have observed from the Reports of tlieir 
Medical Inspectors, and from Returns received by them from the 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts for the quarters ended 
31st December last, and tbe 3ist nit., that Small-pox has^ been 
recently, or still is, prevalent in many Dispensai’y Districts in 
the Counties of Cork, Clare, Kerry, Limerick, Tipperaiy, and 
Waterford, in Munster ; of Kilkenny, Kildare, Longford, Meath, 
Westmeath, and Wexford, in Leinster ; of Galway, Leitrim, and 
Roscommon, in Connaught; and of Antrim, Armagh, Cavan, 
Down, Monaglian, and Tyrono, in XJlstei’. In many of the Dis- 
tricts referred to, the number of cases of Small-pox, and tlie 
mortality occasioned by it have been so great as to excite much 
apprehension in the public mind ; and in this apprehension me 
Commissioners cannot hut participate. They are satisfied, for 
reasons assigned in paragraphs 11 to 15 of their Annual Report 
under the Medical Charities’ Act, recently issued,* that there ai-e

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many, children, and even adults, in every part of the count, -v 
unprotected against Small-pox either by Vaccination by Inoc/ 
lation, or hy having had the disease naturally; and’ it is well 
known that Small-pox is being continually propagated hy itine- 
rant Inoculators in a great number of Districts thi-oiHi the 
country, and that consequently the unprotected persons alluded 
to are constantly liable to contract this highly contagious disease 
which, when so contracted, is often virulent, and in a larae nro 
portion of cases fatal. When not fetal it, in many instances 
deprives the patient of sight, thus rendering him, if poo-- pro- 
bably an object for public support during the remainder of his 
life. Amongst those, on the other hand, protected by sueces,sfHl 
Vaccination, a large proportion of such persons are not suscen- 
tible of Small-pox, if exposed to its contagion ; and amongst 
those susceptible of it, and who happen to take it, the disease, in a 
lai'ge majority of sucli cases, occurs in a modified and mild form 
and is attended with a mortality trifling in amount when cora- 
jiared with that which occurs in tho cases of persons taking the 
disease who had not been previously Vaccinated. 

3. These considerations h,avG induced tho Oommissioners to 
address this Circular to Dispensary Committees, and they ear- 
nestly request them, in conjunction with their Medical Oflicer or 
Medical Officers, to employ, persevcringly and actively, every 
means for the promotion of Vaccination wliich the present state 
of tlxe law empowers them to adopt. 

4. The Commissioners deshe at the same time to observe that 
they have learned, with much gratification, from cominunicatioiis 
received by them, that the number of convictions, under sec. 8 of 
the Vaccination Extension Act (3 & -4 Vic., cap. 29) of persons 
engaged in the injurious practice of .Inoculation has lately in- 
creased ; and the Commissioners anticipate highly beneficial 
consequences, from those proceedings, in checking the spread of 
the disease of Small-pox. The section referred to enacts “that 
“ any person who shall, from and after the passing of this Act, 

“ produce^ or attempt to produce in any person, by Inoculation 
“ with variolous matter, or by wilful exposure to variolous mat- 
“ ter, or to any matter, article, or thing, impregnated with vario- 
“ lous matter, or wilfully by any other means whatsoever produce 
“ the disease of Small-po.x in any person in England, Wales, or 
“ Ireland, shall be liable to be proceeded against and convicted 
“ summarily before any two or more Justices of the Peace in 
“ Petty Sessions assembled ; and for every such Offence shall, 

“ upon conviction, be im 2 xrisoned in the common Gaol or House 
“ of Correction, for any term not exceeding one mouth.” 

5. The Commissioners strongly recommend the Ooniinittee to 
communicate, from time to time, with the Police Authorities in 
the Dispensary District for which they act, witlx a view to the 
prosecution and punishment of any p)ei’sons offending as described 
in the above section, and the Commissionei’s x’ely upon the 
several Dispensary Medical Officers affbi-ding all the aid in their 
power in the prosecution of such parties. The Notice, form N. 
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wliicli contains a copy of the above section, should he posted in 
the most conspicuous places in the District, in accordance with 
Art.^ 1 6 of the Dispensary Rules, and the Inscription on ' the 
Notice Board attached to the exterior of the Dispensary should 
contain the particular’s prescribed by the same article of the 
Dispensary Regulations. 

6. In consequence of the spread of Small-pox, it was deemed 
advisable in some Unions to issue, in addition to the above 
notifications, and to have extensively circulated, a special notice, 
calling particular attention to the necessity for Vaccination, and 
to the dangerous consequences of Inoculation ; and a form of 
such a Notice* is appended hereto, for the information of the 
Committee. 

7. The Commissioners desire also to observe Diat the Com- 
mittee should take cai-e Drat a due supply of effective Vaccine 
Lymph is at all times kept up at the Dispensary by the Medical 
Officer, in order Drat he may be always prepai-ed to vaccinate 
applicants ; and in cases where the Board of Guardians subscribe 
for Die Dispensary to the Dublin Cow-pock Institution he should 
be apprized that he can apply direct to the Institution for the 
Lymph required from time to time. As heretofore pointed out 
by the Commissioners the performance of Vaccination by the 
Medical Officer is not limited to any particular class of persons, 
he being bound by the Statute “to Vaccinate all persons who 
may come to him for that purpose,” and the production of a 
Dispensary Ticket is not requisite in such cases ; and as there is 
reason to believe that mothers are often deterred from bringing 
their children for Vaccination on Dispensary days by the not- 
altogether groundless fears of exposing them, amongst the Dis- 
pensary patients labouring under various diseases, to the risk of 
contagion, the Commissioners, with a view of obviating this 
objection, and to afford every facility possible for parties obtain- 
ing the benefit of Vaccination, recommend that a separate day be 
fxed for Vaccinating persons who may require it, or a specified 
time on each Dispensary day for Diis purpose alone, before or 
after the usual period of the Medical Officer’s attendance for Die 
discharge of the ordinai’y Dispensary business. Die Committee 
taking care to malce the arrangement well known throughout the 
Dispensary District ; and the Commissioners D-ust that effective 
measures will be taken by the Committee, in conjunction with 
their Medical Officer, for promoting Vaccination, and preventing 
the injurious practice of Inoculation with Variolous matter in the 
Dispensary District.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ii'eland has been directed to the 
fact, that some Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts, espe- 
cially those recently appointed, as well as some Members of

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Committees of MaBagement, entertain the ' erroneous opinion 
that a Medical Officer has discharged himself of all responsi- 
bility of further attendance upon a patient suffering from fevei’, 
on whose behalf a visiting ticket has been presented to him, 
after he has once visited and recommended tire removal of the 
patient to a Fever Hospital. 

In reference to this subject, the Commissioners desire to point 
out to you, that section 9 of the Medical Charities Act provides, 
that “ every Member of the Dispensary Committee, and every 
Believing Officer and Warden acting for an Electoral Division 
included in such Dispensary District, shall have power to afford 
Medical Belief by the issue of a Ticket in such Fomi as the 
said Commissioners shall prescribe, addressed to the Medical 
Officer of the . District, dix'ecting him to afford Medicine and. 
Advice to, or attend any poor person resident therein; and it* 
shall be tire duty of tire Medical Officer to afford Medicine and 
Advice, and to atteird such poor person as thereby directed:” and 
the Dispensary Eegulations require that the Medical Officer

No. 1. — Extract from Quartei'ly Report of Er. Taaffe, 

Medical Officer of Nobber Dispensary District of Kells 

Union, dated 1st April, 1856. 

Sniall-pox has extensively appeared in the Electoral Division 
of Kilmainham Wood. It appeal's that it commenced, and has 
been kept up from inoculation, by some persons of the labouring 
class. Parents of children who nearly died of the complaint, and 
whom I visited, were most careful, notwithstanding the peril to 
which theirchildren were exposed, to conceal thename andreisidence 
of this inoculator. I reported the proceedings at the different Police 
Depots, but nothing has been yet arrived at to detect the offender. 

No. 2. — Extract from Quarterly Report of Dr, Taaffe, 
dated 4th July, 1856. 

I reported at the different Oonstahulary Stations in my District, 
that Small-pox was being propagated through the District by 
some itinerants unknown. I, in course of a short time, got notice 
from the Constable in the Ardagh Electoral Division, that there 
were several cases of Small-pox in his neighbourhood, jiroduced 
by a “ quack ” residing there. I next day proceeded with the 
Constable to the residence of those parties to examine the subjects, 
with the view to prosecute the inoculator ; but, to my surprise, I 
found it was Cow-poeh, though I would suspect die parents of 
those children were under the impression that it was Small-pox. 

This inoculator, however, is not the individual who practised 
inoculation hy Small-pox so extensively, as represented m my 
Keport of 31 st March last.

P.S. — Since I -filled up the above form, a Suh-eonstahle has 
called on me, saying, that I should not be absent, as it was likely 
the Coroner of the County would call on me to attend an inquest 
in a case of death from Small-pox, in the Ardagh Electoral Division 
of my District, which was to talce place this day.

JSTo. 5. — Copy Report from Sub-Inspector Ireland to tie 
Inspector-General of Constabulary, dated 21st June, 1856. 

Olifden, 21st June, 1856. 

I beg to state, for the information of the Inspector-General, 
that I was able, on 17th instant, at tlie Petty Sessions of 
Glifden, ^ to convict a quack doctor, Thomas Lynch, for inocu- 
lating with Small-pox a great number of children in this district. 
He w'as sentenced to one mouth’s imprisonment, aU the Act 
empowered the Justices to inflict. The Magistrates were — 
Lieutenant- Colonel Shaw, n.ivr. ; Mr. Jones, Mr. Scully, and Mr. 
Roliinson, agent to the Law Life Assruance Company — lately 
sworn in. 

I had Lynch summoned on eleven different cases. The only 
evidence I could produce were the parents, whom I summoned 
to give evidence, and most reluctantly they did so. One case 
was only heard — that in which I had the conviction. The Ma- 
gistrates then adjourned to the private room, and at last sent for 
me, and asked me to withdraw the other cases, as they intended 
to give one month’s imprisonment to the offender— to which I at 
once assented, stating I had no object but a discharge of duty to 
their satisfaction: they returned me thanks, and so terminated 
this affair. The sessions before, a solicitor was employed to 
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defend the offender; some technical ohjections were raised as to 
the wording of the summons, and I had to withdraw the case for 
that day. The man was near creating a plague from the number 
of children he inoculated. This is the second person I had con- 
victed here for same offence.

This Hart was very closely watched by the authorities of the

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No. 7.— Eeport from Dr. Geary, Medical Inspector. 

Gahvay, 26th July, 1850. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report, that the respective Grand 
Jm-ies of the County and Town of Galway this clay found true 
bills against Thomas Carroll and Walter Regan, botli charged 
with causing the deatli of children by inoculation with Small, 
pox virus— the informations and warrants, in reference to botli 
cases, having emanated from coroners’ inquests held on tlie 
bodies of the deceased children. 

Thomas Carroll, who has only recently completed the term of 
imprisonment fixed by the Magistrates at Ballinasloe, for inocu- 
lating three cases with Variolous Matter, was brought up from 
tlie Couirty Gaol, where he was confined under Her Majesty’s 
warrant, on being arraigned, pleaded “ Guilty,” expre,ssing Ins 
regret for the offence, winch had been committed at the instance 
of the parents, and promised not to transgress in future— when 
he was sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, to date from 
14th June, the period of his committal to the Coimty Gaol, and 
te-rminate on 14th August, proximo. 

Walter Regan, from Moycullen, who was out on hail, smTcn- 
dered, and on being arraigned, pleaded “ Guilty,” urging, in 
mitigation of punishment, his having acted by desire of the 
parents, and uudertalcing to desist from similar illegal practices 
in future. He obtained a good character from some gentlemen 
in court, and was sentenced to he confined in the County Gaol 
till the 1 4th August, proximo. When passing sentence, in each 
case, Judge Keogh referred, in strong terms, to the serious natoe 
of the offence, stating that it was pmiishahle by transportation, 
and warned persons against a eontinnance of the illegal practice 
of inoculation, which merited, and would he sure to receive, the 
extreme penalties of the law on future occasions. 

It is to be regretted that the cases did not undergo investi- 
gation by trial, when convictions would, no doubt, have resulted, 
as Dr. Horne of Ballinasloe, and Dr. D.avis of Galway, were 
fully prepared to substantiate the cause of death ; and other evi- 
dence was in readiness to convict both prisoners as to the re- 
spective cases for which they stood indicted. The prisoners having 
pleaded “ Guilty,” induced a less severe sentence than would 
have followed a conviction by a jury. However, it is satisfactory 
to find that the law has been vindicated ; and it is to be hoped 
that the publicity which will be given through the press may 
have a salutary effect in checking the pernicious practice of ino- 
culation which ,so generally prevails in this and other Distiicts.

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No. 8. — Keport from Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector, relative 

to the Clogher Dispensary District of Clogher Union. 

Enniskillen, 6th October, 18B6. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that, in accordance with your 
instructions, I proceeded on the 4th instant to tlie Clogher Dis- 
pensary District, to make inquiry regarding its genei-al sanitary 
state, and the pn-evalence of Small-pox therein, as brought under the 
notice of the Commissioners by Dr. Scraggs,the Medical Attendant 
of the Dispensary, in his communication of the 2t!nd ultimo. 

On inquiry it appears that only one case of Small-pox has 
been enrolled on the Relief Registry in the present year, but 
a considerable number of persons have been attacked by the 
disease, who have not sought for or obtained any medical treat- 
ment, to which the lower classes of the population do not appear 
to attach much importance in this disease ; consequently, the 
numbers cannot be ascertained with any exactitude. 

Two cases only — the first that appeared in the District — 
occurred in the town of Clogher about six months ago, and it 
spread no further there. It next appeared in a distant part of 
tlie Dispensaiy .District, in the Townland of Ballaghneed, where 
it lingered for some time, various cases having occurred, but 
none of them terminating fatally. 

Small-pox next shorvecl itself in the village of Augher, where 
it has attacked a considerable number of persons, but of whom 
no record can be procured, for the reason above stated ; but I 
visited the village in company with the Medical Attendant, and 
personally made inquiry, in every house there, where w'e could 
ascertain that any one had suffered from the disease. The result 
of our investigation was, that about thirty cases iii all had occurred 
in thirteen houses, and of this number two had proved fatal. 
The majority are convalescent, and all wall porohably recover. 
The disease appears to have been of a severe hut not confluent 
character, occurring in the great majority of instances amongst 
children, and generally amongst the poorer classes of the 
population. 

We inquired minutely regarding tlie previous performance of 
Vaccination in all the individuals attacked by disease, and the 
results of our investigation were conclusive, as far as they went, 
in favour of the protective influence of the practice. 

Thus, in the family of the Dales, two unvaccinated children 
were attacked by Small-pox, and five others who had been pre- 
viously inoculated with Cow-pock Lymph escaped the disease. 
Seven children, in the family ol Long, all unvaccinated, suftered 
from a severe attack of the malady. In the family of Ricc,^ con- 
sisting of fi’m children, three who had been vaccinated enjoyed 
immunity from the disease, whilst two others not similarly pro- 
tected, passed through the complaint. In like manner, in the 
family of Lynch, of four children, the only one attacked by Small- 
pox had not been vaccinated, whilst the other three had ; and a 
, similar result took place in the family of Donaghey, where three 
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clnldreu who had been vaccinated remained miaffected bv tbp 
contagion of Small-pox, at the time that two others were labour 
ing under its effects. 

Of the two children in the family of Woods, the one preriouslv 
nnvaccmated had the disease severely, whilst the other said to 
have been vaccinated, wars stated to have had it only in a verv 
mild form. Neither of the patients who died had been vac 
oinated. 

The mode of the introduction of the malady into Augher could 
not be ascertained with certainty, nor into the Clogher District 
generally, but it had been prevalent about the time of its appear- 
ance there in the adjoining Dispensary Disteict of Fivemiletown 
•where it had prevailed more extensively and fatally than in 
Clogher. ^ 

The last persons attacked in Augher first exhibited decided 
symptoms of the malady about ten days ago, and since then no 
other cases have occurred, giving reason to hope that the epi- 
demic may have nearly run its course there ; and any alarm 
which it had created appears in a great measure to have subsided. 

In the Fivemiletown Dispensary District, which I also visited,' 
I foimd that the irru2ition of Small-p)ox, recently jn’evailing 
there, had completely passed away. It is not believed that 
Vaiiolous Inoculation had been pi^'^titised in the vicinity of 
Clogher, the jjeojile in the District generally having confidence 
in the efficacy of "Vaccination, but they are careless in applying 
for it, and still more so in bringing back their children for 
examination after tlie operation, thereby leaving the results in 
doubt. This is a serious evil (and, as the law now allows no 
remedy against h, of increasing frequency in my District of 
inspection), leading, as it does, to diminished security from the 
subsequent attacks of Small-pox amongst those who have been 
vaccinated, but not successfully, and spreadmg amongst the 
people a want of confidence in the protecting power of Cow-pook. 
Every facility, however, is afforded for vaccination at the Dis- 
pensary, by the Medical Attendant, and of this the peojjle are 
fully aw'are, tlie j)rescribed Notices having been duly circulated 
throughout the District. On inspecting the sanitary condition 
of Augher, I found the drainage very defective, and considerable 
masses of filth and stagnant water lying in the water tables, and 
in open drains, in various places. It would, therefore, be de- 
sirable to have the nuisances referred to abated, as well as any 
others that may have accumulated in the District, and to provide 
for the purification and whitewashing of the poorer description 
of tenements in the village of Augher. 

Special notices might also he issued to stimulate the people, 
in all cases, to bring their children to he vaccinated, the uni- 
versal piractice of which, much more than any sanitary pre- 
cautions, is to be looked to as a defence from those epidemic 
irruptions of Small-pox, which have of late years been so common, 
so widely diffused, and so fatal. "Vaccination, as a universal 
practice, however, is scarcely to be hoped for, under the existing 
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state of legislation on tlae sul)ject ; but it would probably be 
found quite attainable, througb the machinery called into opera- 
tion by the Medical Charities Act in this Eingdom, if a law 
were enacted under which due provision could be made for 
the vaccination and subsequent inspection of all chilchen, not 
brought to the public Stations appointed for the pm-pose, at 
their own homes ; and as ancillary to this, for the registration of 
births, and for the exercise of compulsory powers, where the 
prejudices of the people in favour of Small-pox, or other cir- 
cumstances, might render an unwilling resort to them occa- 
sionally indispensable for the public safety. 

As regards the sanitai'y condition of the Clogher District 
generally, I find on inquiry that it is satisfactory, being free 
from all other epidemic diseases.

No. 9. — Letter from Dr. Clarke, Medical Officer of Dun- 
fanaghy Dispensary District, Draifanaghy Union. 

Dunfanaghy, November 6, 1856. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg to state that, having been privately informed ffiat a 
number of children were quite recently inoculated with Variolous 
Matter in different parts of the Dispensary District. I made 
minute inquiries on the subject, and found the report to be per- 
fectly true ; and that the number of children was so great as to 
lead to the belief that, in a particular part of the District, at 
least, all the children who ought to have been (but were not) 
inoculated in the last tw'O or three years had been operated on. 

The parents, in every instance, refused to allow their children 
to be inspected, or to answer inquiries, and it was with great 
difficulty, and after many unsuccessful attempts, that a clue was 
got to the operator. I communicated with the Magistrates and 
Police, and caused the latter to issue summonses against a man 
of the name of John Gallagher, ol Oreeslough (supposed to be 
the Inoculator), and also against a great number of persons whose 
children were believed to have been operated on by bim. The 
case came for trial at the Petty Sessions held at Dunfanaghy, 
on Tuesday, the 4th instant, and resulted in a conviction. The 
trial lasted for nearly two horn's ; and the evidence given showed 
that an astonishing amount of precaution had been used to pro- 
tect the accused from discovery. In all the cases the parents 
stated that they did not ask Gallagher to inoculate their 
children ; did not see him do it ; nor did they hold any con- 
versation with him on the subject. It appeared clear that a 
bargain had been made by the parents with a third party, and 
they were thus enabled to deny any communication with tire 
defendant. In one instance, a mother stated that she found 
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four ot lier children in their bed, with their arms cut vet sbp 
swore that she had never employed Gallagher to cut tlipT 
though she confessed that she left him alone in the kitchen «’ 
little before they were inoculated, and when she returned slie 
tound him gone and the children’s arms bleeding 
Another woman went for water, leaving lier infant alone in the 
house, and on her return she found its arm cut. She also ac 
knowledged to having seen Gallagher in the street as she ms 
going out. 

From all this it appeared to the Magi,strates that the defendant 
was accompanied Iiy an assistant, who made the bargains an 
pointed the time, and took charge of the children diu-m« the 
convenient absence of the parents. ° 

Notwithstanding tlie defence made, the ease was fully proved 
in five separate instances, and the defendant sentenced to im- 
pri.sonment accordingly. 

I now beg leave to call attention to one or two facts with 
reference to the above case. 



First These cases of iiroculation have all occurred in and 
around the town of Creeslough, in which I have a branch Dis- 
pensary, and where the public is informed that Vaccination is 
performed gratis. 

Secondly— -Every facility is afforded, and inducement offered 
to parents to bring their children for Vaccination, yet the cases 
have been few until the last mouth, when, from some unknown 
cause, childi'en were brought in considerable irmnbers, and iijy 
hook shows an aniount of J 00 cases for that month alone. 

/■Thirdly — I'lie inoculation did not commence until the middle 
of^ October, and it is believed that Gallagher impressed on the 
minds of parents the great danger ari.sing from vaccinated 
children going about and mixing with children who had not 
had the disease, as the prevalent idea among the people is, tliat 
Small pox may be taken by infection from a vaccinated, in the 
same way as it is communicated by an inoculated child. 

T hese considerations lead to the conclusion that the Dispensary 
Medical Officer docs not compete successfully with the quack 
inoculator, and that it is not sufficient to offer “Vaccination 
gratis” to induce p)eoj)le to adopit it. It is evident that a strong 
porejudice in favour of Small-pjox inoculation exists amongst 
them, that it is kept up> by the Inoculators, and that they have 
a direct interest in doing so, as they are pjaid for eveiy case. 

The Medical Officer, with many other duties to perform, thinks 
it quite sufficient to “ Vaccinate all childi'en brought to him,” 
and until he is pilaeed on a footing of equality with the Inocu- 
lator, in having a direct piecuniary interest in the matter, it is 
not to he expected that he should do more than confine himself 
to the mere clisehai'ge of his duty.

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No. 10. — Letter from Dr. Donelan, Medical Officer of 
Dunmore Dispensary District, Glennamaddy Union. 



Gentlemen, 



Dispensary, Dimmore, Co. Galway, 
November 7, 1856. 



I have the honour to inform you that a man named O’Neil 
was summoned by the Constabulary before the Magistrates here 
yesterday, for inoculating witli Small-pox ; and, being con- 
victed, was sentenced to a fortnight’s impirisoninent, it being a 
first conviction. This man has kept up the practice for years in 
this part of the country, but was, I believe, never before con- 
victed at any other sessions. He was summoned here a year 
since, but the case foil to the ground for want of evidence, as I 
had not seen tlie patient : and this case was adjourned from a 
previous day, there being then only one Magistrate. As there 
was no copy of the Act in the Court, there was some difficulty 
in convicting tlie man. Blay I request, therefore, you will be so 
good as to order a copy of it to be sent to me, that I may be 
better prepared for such cases in future.

No. 11. — Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the 

BeARD of Guardians of Youghal Union, on the 7th 

November, 1856. 

The following Letters, &c., were read ; — 

6th November, 1866. — From Doctor Garde, forwarding a state- 
ment from a Police Constable in the Templemichael Dispensary 
District, as follows : — 

“ 1856, 4th November.— In the month of September last I 
received information that a number of children had been inocu- 
lated with Small-pox matter in the neighbourhood of Youghal 
Park some time previously ; and, from all the circumstances of 
the case, I suspected a man named John Bourke, of Kuockmaris, 
near Clashmore, to be the person guilty of the offence of having 
done so. I accordingly had him summoned before the Magis° 
trates at Youghal, and also the parents of the children as wit- 
nesses, when the case was dismissed by Mr. Hayoian, J.P., the 
parties not being able to prove that the offence was committed 
within three months, as charged in the summons ; hut they all 
identified him as the offender. There were seven children inocu- 
lated at the time in the locality, belonging to different persons. 

“ (Signed), Thomas BDEeal. 

“ P.S. — All knowledge of the name and residence of the 
accused was derived of me in the first instance, and it was on 
suspicion only I had him brought forward.” 
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No. 12 — Letter from Dr. Ronayne, Medical O^cer of 
Clashmore Dispensary District, Youghal IJnion. 

Clashmore, January 3S, 1S57 

Gentlemen, 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
the 24th inst., and in reply beg to state that the Oommittee of 
Management did not hold their usual meeting on the first Tues- 
day in January, it being the only occasion during the jMst year 
on which a meeting was not held on the regular day. 

With regard to the party inoculating for Small-pox, as soon 
as it came to my knowledge I reported the matter to Sub-In- 
spector Rooney, of the Clashmore Constabulary District, and he 
immediately dhected the men under his charge to proceed to 
the residence of the parties indicated by me, when drey procured 
evidence of an immense number of cases after being inoculated 
by amair named Bourke some time before. The parents of die 
cbildren were summoned as witnesses, and also the iiioculator, 
who had two attorneys to defend him, which cii'cumstanoe be- 
coming known to Snb-Inspector Rooney some days previously, 
he applied to the Youghal Board of Guardians for legal assist- 
ance, which was granted, and the ease came in due course before 
the bench of MagisRates at Clashmore ; and although the only 
witness examined (an unwilling one) proved on oath drat Bomke 
inoculated her children, and that the clisease produced was Small- 
pox, or, as she termed it, die Natural-pock, still die Magistrates 
refused to convict, as they had no Medical evidence in the case 
to prove that the affection was variolous. 

In fact, it is impossible to convict under the Act, as it is only 
ill cases which they apprehend will end fatally that they call on 
the Medical Officer to visit their children in this affection, and 
those are generally persons who have taken the complaint from 
the parties inoculated. 

I feel that I have clone every thing in my power to check 
inoculation, even at the risk of gaining a good deal of popular 
odium, as the prejudice of die people i.s greatly in favour of it ; 
and I fear diat it will be carried on to a greater extent in future 
when it is seen how difficult it is to prosecute to conviction.
